At irregular intervals on the eum- 


mit of Manna Iki are-lakes of molten 
lava, fed by active fountains, which 
fling their fiery streams over the 
banks to cascade ^dowa the hillside In 
angry red cataracts. 
.The lava flows have reached a se- 
rfes of deep pit craters ten. miles In 
one direction frcm theL- source. For 
generations .these craters have been 
the homes of the large white "bosun," 
or "frigate" birds which;-are cow driv- 
en to seek other nesting places. As the 
advancing flows dispos-ess successive 
colonies of these birds, they fly out 
over t*ia hot stream with piteous 
cries. 


Constant Observations. 


Constant observations are made by 


the staff of the volcano observatory, 
but, as yet. It Is said to be Impossible 
to form any conclusion as to when this 
process of earth-bunding and earth- 
destroying -nUl end. Volcano observ- 
ers say that there is ereryjudicatioa 
that as this year progresses toward 
fall end winter, activity Is likely to 
increase rather than fltmimsTi.
